Because it is not clear what you 
mean by "her representatives" or in what 
context, this office cannot conduct a reasonable 
search in order to respond to your request. 
Third, while your request provides fifteen 
search terms, the request also states that the 
search is not limited to those terms. This 
criterion is also unspecific and unfocused for 
purposes of conducting a reasonable search. 
Further, search terms and phrases such as 
"suicide," "deportation," "removal," and "

Fourth, we did not locate any email with the 
internet email domains "dhs.ice.gov" or 
"@ice.gov."

If you intended for this 
domain to be included in your request, please 
let us know. 

For these reasons, we must deny your request 
at this time. But we are willing to consult with 
you to determine if the request can be clarified 
to generate responsive records.

As mentioned in 
the notes to this code section, the Legislature 
created the Megan's Law web site with the 
intent "that the Department of Justice [ would] 




continue to maximize all available resources to 
ensure the highest degree of accuracy in the 
sex registration database." (Pen. Code, § 
290.46, Stats. 2004 ch. 745, § 2.) Additionally, 
the Legislature enacted Megan's Law with the 
intent that "California's infrastructure for 
collecting, maintaining, and disseminating 
information about registered sex offenders [ 
would] be retooled to ensure that law 
enforcement and the public have access to 
accurate, up-to-date, and relevant information 
about registered sex offenders." (Pen. Code,§ 
290.46, Stats. 2006 ch. 337, § 2, subd. (c), 
italics added.) Thus, in order to help ensure and 
maintain the accuracy of this information, the 
Legislature limited the public dissemination of 
sex offender registration information to the 
Megan's Law web site. The information posted 
on the Megan's Law web site is the only 
information that is available to the public. Thus, 
any requests submitted to the Department of 
Justice for additional information not displayed 
on the Internet site must be denied. 

The Public Interest is Best Served by Limiting 
Access to Current and Accurate Information 
In your request, you state you are looking for an 
Excel spreadsheet containing "A list of all 
people who registered as sex offenders in 
California between Jan. 1, 1979 and Dec. 31, 
2015. Please include the offense code and 
description." 

The information that appears on the Megan's 
Law web site is processed through a thirdparty 
vendor. The purpose of the web site is to 
provide members of the public access to the 
most current sex offender registrant data. Thus, 
the site, which is updated daily to reflect any 
new additions, deletions, and modifications to 
the registrant database, stores and displays 
only the current day's data, and does not 
disclose the historical sex offender registration 
information which you request. 

The Offender Registration Application Unit 
("ORAU") is the internal unit within the 
Department of Justice that provides technology 
support and maintenance for CSAR, the State's 
repository for sex and arson registration 
information. Every day, ORAU creates a file 
which contains a snapshot of the registration 
data for that day. Our vendor then downloads 
that file from our site and stores the file on the 
hard drive of the server that creates the files 
used for the web site. Specifically, our vendor 
runs a program that takes that day's data and 
completely recreates the data files that are 
used by the web servers to provide the data to 
the public. Our 

vendor does not employ any database for this 
process, only temporary ISAM files. No 
transaction or other record keeping measures 
are utilized. The previous day's data on the web 
servers is overwritten with the new data. The 




data is also overwritten on the computer where 
these daily data files are created. 

On our end, ORAL! keeps a backup for seven 
days of the extract file that is sent to our 
vendor. However, the information on the 
backup files is not a mirror image of what 
appears on the public web site because it 
contains information that is excluded from 
public view during our vendor's processing of 
the information. Additionally, even if our vendor 
reprocessed the information from one of the 
backup files, we could not ensure the accuracy 
of all the information because of the ever- 
changing nature of the registration database. In 
other words, because the registration database 
changes on a daily basis (i.e., newly added 
registrants, newly removed registrants, and 
changes to registrant's data) even a delay of 
one day would result in a report that contained 
inaccurate data. Such results do not comply 
with the Legislature's stated intent "that the 
Department of Justice ... ensure the highest 
degree of accuracy in the sex registration 
database" (Pen. Code,§ 290.46, Stats. 2004 ch. 
745, § 2) and "ensure that... the public have 
access to accurate, up-to-date, and relevant 
information about registered sex offenders" 
(Pen. Code,§ 290.46, Stats. 2006 ch. 337, § 2, 
subd. (c)). Due to the constantly changing 
nature of the information in the registry, a 
"snapshot" view of the information for any given 
day of the Megan's Law web site would almost 
certainly be obsolete the following day. In other 
words, the day-old "snapshot" would contain 
some information that should have been 
removed, and it would be missing other 
information that should have been added. 

Given the sensitive nature of the information at 
issue, we cannot allow such inaccurate records 
to exist. The problem is further compounded by 
the fact that if we provide a "snapshot" for one 
member of the public we have to provide a 
"snapshot" to every member of the public that 
requests it. In doing so, we would be creating a 
situation wherein an untold number of 
inaccurate "snapshots" of the database would 
exist. 

Furthermore, given the highly sensitive nature 
of sex offender registration information, 
providing the public with inaccurate information 
could cause real public safety concerns. For 
instance, if registration information is 
disseminated about a person who is no longer 
required to register or be posted on the web 
site, or someone who registered upon entering 
the state and was later advised that he or she 
did not have a duty to register as a sex offender 
in California, that person may be subjected to 
undue harassment or even danger. As every 
day goes by, the obsolescence of the report 
and the inaccuracies contained within it 
continue to grow.

The Public Interest is Best Served by Limiting Access to Current and 
Accurate Information 

In your request, you state you are looking for "an electronic copy of the 




Megan's Law database". 

The information that appears on the Megan's Law web site is processed 
through a third-party vendor. The purpose of the web site is to provide 
members of the public access to the most current sex offender registrant 
data. Thus, the site, which is updated daily to reflect any new additions, 
deletions, and modifications to the registrant database, stores and 
displays only the current day's data, and does not disclose historical sex 
offender registration information. 

The Offender Registration Application Unit ("ORAU") is the internal unit 
within the Department of Justice that provides technology support and 
maintenance for CSAR, the State's repository for sex and arson 
registration information. Every day, ORAU creates a file which contains a 
snapshot of the registration data for that day. Our vendor then downloads 
that file from our site and stores the file on the hard drive of the server that 
creates the files used for the web site. Specifically, our vendor runs a 
program that takes that day's data and completely recreates the data files 
that are used by the web servers to provide the data to the public. Our 
vendor does not employ any database for this process, only temporary 
ISAM files. No transaction or other record keeping measures are utilized. 
The previous day's data on the web servers is overwritten with the new 
data. The data is also overwritten on the computer where these daily data 
files are created. 

On our end, ORAU keeps a backup for seven days of the extract file that 
is sent to our vendor. However, the information on the backup files is not 
a mirror image of what appears on the public web site because it contains 
information that is excluded from public view during our vendor's 
processing of the information. Additionally, even if our vendor reprocessed 
the information from one of the backup files, we could not ensure the 
accuracy of all the information because of the ever-changing nature of the 
registration database. In other words, because the registration database 
changes on a daily basis (i.e., newly added registrants, newly removed 
registrants, and changes to registrant's data) even a delay of one day 
would result in a report that contained inaccurate data. Such results do not 
comply with the Legislature's stated intent "that the Department of Justice 
... ensure the highest degree of accuracy in the sex registration database" 
(Pen. Code,§ 290.46, Stats. 2004 ch. 745, § 2) and "ensure that... the 
public have access to accurate, up-to-date, and relevant information about 
registered sex offenders" (Pen. Code,§ 290.46, Stats. 2006 ch. 337, § 2, 
subd. (c)). Due to the constantly changing nature of the information in the 
registry, a "snapshot" view of the information for any given day of the 
Megan's Law web site would almost certainly be obsolete the following 
day. In other words, the day-old "snapshot" would contain some 
information that should have been removed, and it would be missing other 
information that should have been added. Given the sensitive nature of 
the information at issue, we cannot allow such inaccurate records to exist. 
The problem is further compounded by the fact that if we provide a 
"snapshot" for one member of the public we have to provide a "snapshot" 
to every member of the public that requests it. In doing so, we would be 
creating a situation wherein an untold number of inaccurate "snapshots" of 
the database would exist. 

Furthermore, given the highly sensitive nature of sex offender registration 
information, providing the public with inaccurate information could cause 
real public safety concerns. For instance, if registration information is 
disseminated about a person who is no longer required to register or be 
posted on the web site, or someone who registered upon entering the 
state and was later advised that he or she did not have a duty to register 
as a sex off ender in California, that person may be subjected to undue 
harassment or even danger. As every day goes by, the obsolescence of 
the report and the inaccuracies contained within it continue to grow.

This 
confidentiality provision is incorporated into the Public Records Act as an 
exemption from disclosure. (Gov. Code, section 6254, subd. (k); County of 
Los Angeles v. Superior Court (2000) 82 Cal.App.4th 819, 833.) 

Records such as confidential analyses, draft language and memoranda 
prepared by the attorneys employed with the Attorney General's Office are 
subject to the work product exception and are consequently exempt from 
disclosure under the Public Records Act. Similarly, the documents 
gathered and questions asked of witnesses reflect her approach, thought 
processes, and mental impressions. 

4. Private Records Are Exempt From Disclosure 
Government Code Section 6254, subdivision ( c) makes exempt 
personnel, medical, or similar files the disclosure of which would cause an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.

Code, § 30000, subd. (b) [ restricting the persons to 
whom APPS information can be made available to certain persons, who 
are generally involved in the criminal justice system].) Because the PRA 
exempts any records "the disclosure of which is exempted or prohibited 
pursuant to federal or state law" from its disclosure requirements, any 
records created using information taken from APPS, other than an annual 
report to the Legislature, are exempt from mandatory disclosure under the 
PRA.

Similarly, to the extent DOJ keeps records of information reported to it 
pursuant to Penal Code section 26225-be that information reflecting the 
issuance date of a license, or information submitted pursuant to 
subdivisions (b)-(c)-it does so as part of the Attorney General's duty 
under Penal Code section 11106, subdivision (a)(1). Thus, this information 
is also exempt from disclosure pursuant to Penal Code section 11106, 
subdivision (a)(2). As such, we deny your request for information listed in 
items (l)(a)(vii) and (2) of your request.

General Limitations on Compiling Data Responsive to the Remainder of 
Your Request 

The Department's CCW system only gives point-in-time data. This means 
it can only give a picture of the data as it appears in the system on the day 
a report is run, and the Department could not produce a report with a full, 
all-inclusive picture of all transactions reported to the Department in 2018. 
As such, to the extent we can provide you information we could only tell 
you what appeared in the system on the day a report is run, and that date 
will depend on a variety of factors, including general Department workload 
and when we receive payment-discussed below-to program that report. As 
a result, if information regarding an application or permit holder was 
entered and subsequently changed before a report was run, the report will 
only capture the changed version of the data for that application. In cases 
where a record of a permit holder was removed as a result of expiration or 
denial, the report will not capture that entry. In sum, previous versions of 
entries that have since been changed or removed from our system would 
not appear in a report. 

Additionally, while Penal Code section 26225 requires law enforcement 
agencies to send copies of approvals and denials of CCW permits to the 
Department, the Department has encountered inconsistent reporting by 
issuing agencies, and the actual issuance of CCW permits takes place at 
the local law enforcement agency level. 

Programming Costs Issue 

As a final matter, the report you are seeking is not one that the DOJ 
prepares in the ordinary course of business. To create a report, as 
permitted by workload, we need to have an employee engage in special 
programming. An Information Technology Specialist I (Range C) needs 
approximately 3 hours at a rate of $41.71 per hour to program the 
requested report for a total of $125.13. Pursuant to Government Code 
section 6253.9, subdivision (b), the Department is entitled to ask you to 
pay the costs for this programming.
